"AU through the long summer after- 


noon one battle succeeded another.

MISTER—THE ENSIGN. 


Hi Ban Youth and BnthailM m, but Uto 
Komi to Promotion fi • Long Cue. 


When a young man first gets his com- 


nission as line officer in active service 
te becomes an ensign. Landsmen, call 
t ensign with a long "i" In the second 
lyllable, but everybody afloat pro- 
iounces the word "ensin," with a short 
'i.V There is seldom any occason for 
pronouncing it at all, as the ensign IB 
iddressed as plain "Mister." Falstaffe 
'Ancient Pistol" was a military ensign, 
>nd the business of that officer in those 
Says was to display the colors The 
name novv is merely a designation for 
;he lowest rank of commissioned offi- 
cers, the relative rank held by engi- 
neers, surgeons and paymasters on en- 
tering the service. 
___ 


An ensign of the line is a graduate of 


the Naval Academy, and he ordinarily 
obtains his commissions after four 
years' study ashore and two years of 
cruising. There are now one hundred 
and seventy-seven ensigns, some with 
verj' new commissions, a few who have 
been as much as ten years of that rank. 
They thus range in age from twenty- 
one years to about one and two and 
thirty 
Old naval officers who recall 


the days of the mulshipmite are some- 
times disposed to treat the ensigns as 
boys, and it is not many years since 
ensigns twenty-eight 01 thu ty j ears of 
Age fount! themselves under a sort of 
discipline which requned them to be 
liboard ship by nine o'clock at night, 
am! in other ways matched ovei their 
moral welfare. 


The ensign is oidinauly a watch 


officer 
He never commands even the 


smallest ship, unless everybody above 
him is dead o r disabled, a rare contin- 
gency in the time of peace. Sometimes 
he belongs to the vt ardroom mess and 
sometimes lie messes in the steerage 
ilong w ith the naval cadets, the pay- 
master's clcik, and the like. Thisar- 
ra ngement is not so much for the sake 
of emphasizing distinctions of rank as 
to enable the ensign, whose sea pay is 
from twelve hundred dollars to four- 
teen hundred dollars, accoiding to 
length of service, to live more cheaply 
than it is possible to live in the ward- 
room 
Big ships have four or five en- 


signs, and little ships usually two. 
Their duties are exactly those of other 
watch officers, and when an ensign is 
temporarily officer of the deck he is 
treated with the same ceremonious 
consideration accorded to the man of 
higher rank in like position. 
The 


younger rear admiralsNisually have en- 
signs for secretaries, but a junior 
lieutenant performs that office for the 
ranking rear admiral. 


The ensign of twenty-two or twenty- 


three is more like a landsman of like 
age than the lieutenant of thirty-five 
Is like a landsman of his o\vn years. 
Six years of naval tiaming usually 
[Iocs not transform the inland-bred 
youth into an officer with all the preju- 
iiicei and acquired instincts of lus 
saste. The ensign of thirty has pretty 
nearly hardened into a lieutenant 
It 


is interesting and instr uctive to note 
the difference of development between 
these two extremes of the ensign list 
Every ensign is a man ot good phy- 
sique, fair technical ed ucation, excel- 
lent mental training and some social 
accomplishments 
The younger men 


retain peculiarities of speech and man- 
nei such as one would expect to find in 
young men gathered from all parts of 
n vast continent, from homes rich and 
poor, rural and urban, refined L and 
i rude. 
One occasionally encounters 


in the ensign the masks of a coarse 
undisciplined nature, snobbishly mind- 
ful of the social privileges belonging to 
his profession and of the rank that may 
one day be his distinction. One more 
often finds the ensign a graceful, mod- 
est, well-mannered young man, patri- 
otically proud of his profession and 
conscious that the obligation of court- 
esy and manliness rests upon one who 
Barries beneath his simple jacket the 
flittering bullion of the admiral 
The 


list of ensigns, when you see it set 
flown upon paper, has a characteristic- 
illy American look. It includes many 
English names, some Scotch, Irish, 
"rerman, French, an d a few Hebrew 
oames. You detect here and there a 
name already distinguished in the 
navy, since naval officers like their

tons to follow in their father's foot- 
steps, and the president sometimes ap- 
points at large the son of a captain or 
in admiral. 


Enthusiasm is a characteristic com- 


monly found in the ensign, and rare in 
higher ranks oi the navy. The ensign 
Is still mindful of his triumphs at the 
Naval Academy, and he *as seen the 
advantage of precedence gained by 
standing high in his class. Promotion 
is never more than ten years ahead of 
him, and there is always a possibility 
that the long-promised reorganization 
&f the navy may shorten for him that 
deadening twenty years of stagnation 
In the grades of lieutenant. He has 
jeldom hardened into cynicism, and it 
he be a single man his account with 
the paymaster is not necessarily a sub- 
ject to be contemplated with regret, 
the ensign is a favorite of the ladies, 
!or he has the inextinguishable charm 
»f youth, the grace of straight limbs in 
the most beautifully simple of uni- 
torins, and the promise of future rank.

The People's Clothier, 


THE ZITHER. 


ft Blind Olrl't History of Its D«T«lopmo«t 


From Ancient Days- 


"In sriving the history .of the zither, 


from its- remote ancestors down to its 
present state of perfection, I find great | 
,leasnrein describing my favorite ,10-. 
strumcnt, and also feel justified by the, 
fact that, though we have numerous 
accounts of the homes and histories of 
nearly all the musical Instruments, the 
zither is hardly mentioned among 
them, even the descriptions of itsi near 
relations, the modern guitar and the 
old-fashioned lute 
The zither is prob- 


ably of Asiatic origin: the word being 
derived from the Persian Sell, meaning 
three and a tar, a string, «e might 
aspect to find the zither mentioned 
n-ith the harp and psaltery of Biblical 
tames, but as much in those early days 
consisted merely in producing loud, 
tones, the softer notes of the zither did, 
not (we may suppose) figure very gen-, 
erally in those ancient orchestras., out; 
V7lien this instrument had found its 
way to the more enlightened land of 
Greece, where it became a kithera with 
five, and later, with eight strings, it 
was far better known and appreciated. 
We can D ow imagine the fond lover 
ihoosing a kithera to serenade his lady 
fair, ftrst with soft, caresslve tones, 
but by and by. as fervent devotion in- 
creased, the volume of sound ivas also 
augmented by the use o£ a plectrum or 
quill. 
'•This instrument was first a triangu- 


lar shape and afterwards that of a 
half moon, but its course is not trace- 
able beyond this period, until about A. 
D. 900, when one existed in the monas- 
tery of St. Blasius in the Black Forest, 
Germany. This instrument was de- 
stroyed in the monastery fire of 1763, 
but a tracing, indicating its rudimen- 
tary character, has been preserved. It 
consisted of a long,"narrow sounding 
board containing nine strings,. It was 
curved slightly at the back or part 
where the strings are longest, while 
the front, or fingerboard side, was 
straight, having also a small, straight 
handle protruding from the leftside 
Five centuries later the zither, as it 
was called, was known in Venice, the 
south of France and parts of England, 
but was much better appreciated in 
Austria and the Tyrolean Alps a cen- 
tury or two later. A person standing 
in a wide stretch of land and calling to 
some one at a considerable distance 
will use for the first syllable a low, and 
for the second a much higher tone. 
Now, 
from this two-note call the wild, 


fascinating Alpine music has been de- 
veloped. The zither, with its power of 
sustaining- notes, can render these jo- 
dies with an added charm. 


"It was natural that the zither should 


find a home in the hearts of these 
simple peasant folk, one of whom, Petz- 
meyer (born in 1810), with natural 
musical ability, did much to make 
this instrument more widely known 
throughout Em ope, 
by playing his na- 


tive laendlers, or country dances, in 
most of its principal cities 
At _ this 


time the zither possessed twenty-eight, 
and later thirty-three, strings. The 
finger-board, or part which contains 
frets, formerly possessed three sti ingb 
and a whole tone to each fret; but now 
it is enlarged to five string's in length 
and two semi-tones in breadth 
Final- 


ly, in the commeucement of 1S9!}, J. 
Oerbel, a zither teacher of New York 
City, conceived an idea of constructing 
an instrument of maplewood, with a 
spruce sounding board. This has given 
the instrument an added fullness of 
tone without detracting from its former 
sweetness, and it also makes it grow 
more melodious with age. It is, there- 
fore, my hope that this charming little 
instrument may become more and more 
used, as it can render equally well the 
melodies, both gay and sad, of many 
nations, and it thus speaks a language 
which is understood by all "—Louise

Sherman Silver Law and the Re- 


peal BUI. 


The following is the full text of the so- 


called Sherman Silver l»w the country 
has recently heard so much about and 
which was passed July U, 1890: 


The secretary of the treasury is hereby 


directed to purchase, from time to time, 
silver bullion to the aggregate amount of 
4,500,000 ounce*, or so much thereof 68 
may be offered in each month, at the 
market price thereof, not exceeding 81 for 
371.25 grams of pure silver, and to issue 
in payment for such purchases cf silver 
bullion treasury notes of the Unitea 
States, to be prepared by the secretary 
of the treasury, in such form and of such 
denominations, not leas than 81 nor more 
than 91,000, BS he may prescribe, and a 
sum sufficient to carry into effect the 
provisions of this act is hereby appropri- 
ated out of any money in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. 


SEC. 2. That the treasury notes issued 


in accordance with the provisions of this 
act shall be redeemable, on demand, in 
coin, at the Treasury of the United 
States or at the office of any assistant 
Treasurer of the United States, and 
When so redeemed may be reiaened, but 
no greater or less amount of such notes 
shall be outstanding at any time than 
the cost of the silver bnllior, and the 
standard silver dollars coined therefrom, 
then held in the treasury, purchased by 
such notes; and snob treasury notea shall 
he a legal tender in payment of all debts, 
public and private, except where other- 
wise expresaly stipulated in the contract, 
and shall be receivable for customs, taxes 
and all public dues, and when ao received 
may be reissued; and snob notes, when 
held by any national backing association, 
may be counted as a part of its lawful 
reserve.

ury notee herein provided for the Secre- 
tary of tbe treasury shall, under snob 
regulations an he may prescribe, redeem 
such notes in gold or silver coin, at his 
discretion, it being the established policy 
of the United States to maintain the two 
metals on a parity with each other upon 
tbe present legal ratio, or tnch ratio KB 
may be provided by law. 
Bio 3. That the Secretary of the 


Treasury shall eaoh month coin 2.000,000 
ounces of the silver bullion puro&ased 
nnder the provisions of this act into stan- 
dard silver dollars until the 1st, day of 
July, 1891, end after that time ha eliall 
coin of the eilver bullion purchased ni- 
der the provisions of tl ia act as maob uo 
m»y be neceisary to provide for the re- 
demption of the treasury notes herein 
provided for, and any gain or seigniorege 
Brining from such coinage shall b» ac- 
counted for and paid into the treasury. 


SEC 4. That the silver bullion pur- 


chased under the provisions of this act 
shall be subject to tbe requirements of 
existing law and the regulations of tin 
mint service governing the methods of 
determining tne amount of pure silver 
contained, and the amount of charges or 
deductions, if any, to bs made. 
Sic. 5. Tbat so much of tbe act of 


Feb. 28, 1878, [the Bland-Allison Act], 
entitled "An act to authorize the coinage 
of the standard eilver dollar and to re- 
store its legal tender character," es rc- 
qnirss ths monthly purchase and coinage 
of tbe eama into eilver dollars, of not 
leu than 82000,000 nor more than 
(4,000,000 worth of silver bullion, ie here- 
by repealed. 


SKO. 6. That upon the passage of this 


sot tbe balances standing with tbe trea- 
surer of tbe United States to the rerpeo'.- 
iva credits of national banks for deposits 
made to redeem tbe circulating notes of 
such banks, and M deposits thereafter 
received for bke purpose, shall be covered 
into the treasury as a miscellaneous re- 
ceipt, and the treasury of the United 
Slates ahull redeem from the general

purchase of silver bullion or sell govern- 
ment bonds to replenish tbe gold iu the 
treasury. The Kepublioans tried to re 
peal the purchasing clause of the law in 
the winter of 1892-*93, but the Democrats 
refused to aid in the repeal.

> time the Kepublioaos tried to pass 


a bill empowering tbe treasurer to eel 
bonds and tbe Democrats refused to vote 
for that measure also. 


After Cleveland's 
inauguration he 


called congress in special eession to re- 
peal the silver purchase olanss of the so- 
called Sherman law, acd after a session 
of three months, the repeal bill which tbe 
Republicans proposed before his inaugu- 
ration, and which the Democrats opposed 
hae been passed ae Senator Oookrell says 
byB«pubHcant.

United States, be and the same is hereby 
repealed. 
And it is hereby declared to be the 


policy of the United States to continue 
the use of both gold and silver as stand- 
ard money, and to coin both gold and 
eilver into money of equal intrine c sod 
exchangeable valne,such equity to be sc- 
oured through international agreement 
or by such safeguards of legislation as 
will insure the maintenance of the parity 
in value of the coins of the two metals, 
and the equal power of every dollar at all 
tfmea, in the markets and the payment 
of debts. 
And it is hereby further delared tbat 


the efforts of the Government should be 
steadily directed to the establishment of 
such a safe system of bimetalism as will 
maintain at all times the equal power of 
every dollar coined or issued by the 
the United States, in the markets and in 
the payment of debts 


This repeals only the first section of 


the so-called Sherman law. 
The re- 


mainder of the act stands but that patt 
of the act which still stands insures or 
pledgee that the parity of the silver with 
the gold dollar shall be maintained.
